The publishers -«ave given on the wrapper 


of this book the opinions of a colonel, two ma- 
jors, a captain, a lieutenant 
and two ser- 


geants. Now I am going to let you have my 
opinion—that of the buckest buck private in 
the whole A. E. ,F. And after all, these latter 
young gentlemen were the most important in 
the whole mess. 


THROUGH THE WHEAT tells the vers 


story that parents of laconic heroes wanted to 
know. For those who "just couldn't get John 
to say a thing about the big fights with the 
Germans," the story will he an Open Sesame. 
Those soldiers who came back and had much 
to say were the very ones who had the least 
foundation of fact for their stories. And those 
who had real revelations for the many all too 
eager ears, were taciturn and silent. Who, be- 
side their fellows in the experiences, could un- 
derstand or appreciate? And so the one or two 
hundred thousand American gentlemen 
who 


really saw action locked these highly emotional 
adventures away in their breasts. 


I have read nearly every one of the books 


on the late war written in the American lan- 
guage, and with the exception of The Enormous 
Room, THROUGH THE WHEAT is the only 
one which accurately relates the emotional 
experiences of the average American soldier. 
The telling is absolutely devoid of any senti- 
mental drool about making worlds safe for 
democracy or loud cheers, while going over fye 
top to demonstrate a peculiar brand of Ameri- 
can bravery. 


Private Hicks, the character 
in

book 


which typifies all of buck privatedom, is .1 
real honest-to-God young man who gets al- 
most deliriov.sly 'panic stricken when machine 
gun bullets "zinnng" through the air about 
him.
